To Fit All Students?

The following is an excerpt from the 
Panther, Chapman College’s newpaper. 


(ACP) — Are student governments 
at universities around the country failures 
as they are now constituted? Are they 
due to be radically changed — or even 
abolished? 


All evidence points to the affirma- 
tive, says the South End, of Wayne State 
University, Detroit. 


A growing number of students are 
expressing dissatisfaction with their 
“representative” governments and their 
overall lack of power. Many are disap- 
pointed with their inabilty to effect a 
change in the areas of academic reform 
and basic university restructuring. 


At Wayne, frustration is becoming 
increasingly evident. Two Student-Facul- 
ty Council members have resigned from 
the Executive Board and others are con- 
templating resigning. Many others do not 
intend to run for re-election. 


SF-C Chairman Chuck Larson shares 
the disenchantment. “Student government 
can never be relevent to the students at 
Wayne as long as they allow the adminis- 
tration to develop the guidelines for its 
operation,” he said. 


“It destroys a student’s self-respect 
and is degrading,” Larson said, ‘‘to have 
to go to the administration and ask them 
for the right to have a voice. It is an in- 
alienable right of all people, including 
students, to control their own destinies.” 


Bruce Kahn, chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan’s Student Government 
Council, expressed, “‘Apathy is rooted into 
the nature of education at American uni- 
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ing of ineffectiveness in their Student 
Government? 

When so many members of Student 
Government complement the “great” 
turnouts at recent elections, can these 
officials be seeing clearly? 

We must realize, that in this case it 
is incumbent upon the Student Govern- 
ment Officials to administer to the needs 
of all the Student Body not a select few. 
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In the case of the recent “record’’ elect- oe en 
ion, the ASSAC officers should not be february 


quite so complacent about their power asf} It was 
dictated by the “voice of the people” oe 
Panelis 


when that voice is so faint. 


When the “voice of the Student 
Body” amounts as it did in the last elec- 
tion to only an 8.7 per cent turnout, can 
these officials be overlooking the freal 
problems merely to maintain their own 
personal power? 

Is it time to abolish our current form 
of Student Government with its time 
worn methods of handling the problems 
of so many by the will of so few? 

Is it not time to find at any cost a 
more representative form of Student Gov- 
ernment which will serve the needs of the 
91.3 per cent as well? 
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full Cabinet. I feel that there 
is a definite lack of communica- 
tion between the night school stu- 
dent and the rest of the coHege. 
It is my feeling that by establish- 
ing a night school commissioner 
I can bridge this gap of commun- 
ication. 

On your statement concerning 
the buffet dinner you mizht re- 
call that on Sept. 20, there was 
i. free spaghetti dinner for the 
entire student body, over 7,000 
students. How many do you sup- 
pose showed up? I don’t have the 
exact figures, but I would esti- 
mate the number to be some- 
where around 700. I ask you how 
can the student body afford to 
offer a dinner to 7,000 students 
when you claim we can’t afford 
to feed 4,000 night time stu- 
dents. 

In the entire editorial the part 
that surprised me the most was 
your article concerning the pow- 
ers of the office of student body 
president. When analyzing the 
situation it appears to me that 
you have a definite lack of 
knowledge about the organiza- 
tion and functioning of your stu- 
dent government. If you will read 
the ASSAC Constitution you will 
find the powers of the president 
are clearly outlined, thus, I do 
not have the power to determine 
the decision of whether the stu- 
dent body shall put out a year- 
book or produce a_ semester 
magazine. I admit that I am the 
only one solely responsible for 
drawing up the necessary legis- 
lation to make the change-over 
possible. But you must consider 
the facts that if everybody pre- 
ferred a magazine, like you say 
they do, then why did the stu- 
dents come out so_ strongly 
against the continuation of the 
El Vivaz. 


Last summer I informed Miss 
Louise Williams not to expect a 
magazine publication this fall. I 
made it clear to her that the de- 
cision was not final, for the 
president does not have that 
power. As for the freezing of the 
El Vivaz account, I did not init- 
iate this legislation since it is not 
necessary, because whenever 
there is a bill concerning the dis- 
tribution of regularly budgeted 
account, that account is automat- 
ically frozen until that bill is 
acted upon by the Senate. 

In closing, I would like to re- 
quest that in future editions of 
El Don, the reporters please ex- 


amine their facts more closely. 
As long as I have been at Santa 
Ana College I have never refused 
to help when asked and I will 
continue this policy, for it is my 
belief that if a person cannot 
forget and forgive then that per- 
son should not be involved in 
politics.

the lung cancer mortality rate 
for women will begin to parallel 
that of men. 


“The increase in female lung 
cancer mortality occurred mainly 
in women born between 1900 and 
1930 those who were entering 
their early adult years during 
the periods of WWII when the 
proportion of women smokers in- 
creased sharply,” Linden said. 


He and other panelists agreed 
the the early diagnosis of lung 
cancer remains a goal and not a 
reality. The five year survival 
rate for all lung cancer patients 
is less than 10 per cent. It rises 
to around 50 per cent for those 
with localized disease who can 
be treated surgically. 

Lung cancer, however, is so 
sneaky and progresses so rapidly, 
Linden said, that only about one- 
fifth of the patients have local- 
ized cancer at the time of diag- 
nosis and only one-half of these 
are treated by surgery. 

Dr. Julius Wolf, who heads a 
lung cancer study group in the 
Veterans’ Administration Hospi- 
tal, Bronx, N.Y. said smoking 
has made most lung cancer pat- 
ients poor insurance risks. 

“Almost all have bronchitis 
and emphysema along with can- 
cer,” he said. 

The best hope for a decrease 
in lung cancer mortality, Linden 
said, is a ‘decline in incidence of 
the disease” and this will occur 
if the smoking habits of the popu- 
lation can be changed or some 
safer means of smoking can be 
produced” — or if some way can 
be found to detect the disease 
while it is localized and suitable 
for surgery.

“dojo’s” are run by men who 
offer crash programs and long 
term contracts in Karate. 


The owner and operators of 
the Self Defense Studio at 1429 
N. Bristol in Santa Ana, strong- 
ly advise anyone interested in 
pursuing this popular Martial 
Art to be wary of any “phony” 
deals such as the aforemention- 
ed. Otherwise you may be the 
hapless victim of the Karate con 
artist. For a Karate school, or 
“dojo,” to be authorized it must 
be a member of the Japan Kar- 
ate Federation, under whose 
authority they are all united. 
Four schools of styles represent 
the membership of the Japan 
Karate Federation: Shito-ryu, 
Wado-ryu, Goju-ryu and Shoto- 
kan. 

The Shito-ryu system is tauzht 
by. Mr. Fumio Demura, All-Jap- 
an Karate Champion, at the ten 
studios of Mr. Dan Ivan. Mr. De- 
mura, holder of a fifth-degree 
Black Belt in all Martial Arts is 
recognized as one of the highest 
ranking and most proficient. He 
is considered the best Karate

man in the United States and, 
without a doubt, one of the best 
in the world’, as stated by Mr. 
Ivan, who began his twentieth 
year of Martial Arts in August. 
Even in his youth, Mr. Demura’s 
training focused upon the Mar- 
tial Arts. During grade school he 
studied Kendo, Aiki-Do, Kyu-Do, 
Judo, and Karate during high 
school. Twelve years ago, his 
own instructors asked him to 
teach professionally. 

Each of Mr. Ivan’s dojo’s, 
have trained instructors who 
have been authorized and quali- 
fied to teach by Mr. Demura. 
The Self Defense studio has sent 
instructors to Japan for six 
weeks of intensive training in 
the Chinese and Japanese system 
of Karate; included among the 
group was Santa Ana College 
student Al Riturban. Another of 
the instructors, who is from 
Japan, is Mr. Tadash Hiraoka, 
who is a Karate expert and a 
Collaziate Judo Champion of 
Japan. He is the 1968 U.S.A. 
Light Middleweight champion of 
Judo. 

One very interesting aspect of 
Karte is ‘‘zazen’. Zazen is a 
form of relaxation and medita- 
tion before the formal exercises, 
and after specific ‘‘kata’s’’ (Kar- 
ate pattern drills involving 
strengthening the body and co- 
ordination through precisely cal- 
culated stances.) This function 
is to relax one’s mind and ease 
its’ tensions. The preliminary 
exercises in class are exactly 
like those practiced in Yoga. 

Children, from the ages of 
seven years old to fourteen years 
can enroll in the junior class 
which is a modified class to 
learn balance, coordination and 
self confidence. An average 
adult class consists of 20 pupils, 
ranging in age from 17 to 70. 
During one particular Karate 
tournament, a woman of 70 dem- 
onstrated her prowess on an un- 
witting purse snatcher. 

Classes are conducted at the 
University of California at Ir- 
vine by the Self Defense studio. 
To see Karate in action, the 
U.C.I. Karate club and Japan 
Karate Federation will sponsor a 
tournament on the 9th of No- 
vember at 7:00 p.m. at the UCI 
gym where masters of the Jap- 
anese, Korean, and Chinese 
styles will perform.
